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One of the first questions people ask when they visit our area is

seafood sold this year will be imported from other countries. 


Throughout the United States, the huge majority of seafood is imported. 
Most of it is mislabeled. Frozen seafood is sold as “fresh” and imported 
seafood 1s sold as “local.” According to Oceana, 93% of fish sold as red 
snapper ts actually some other species. 57% of tuna sold at sushi bars 
throughout the country is not tuna. Most of the tilapia served in this 
country comes from Viet Nam and Thailand and much of it is farmed in 


waters with sewage run-off and the source of feed is pig feces.

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A Second Chance for Seven 
Rehabilitated Sea Turtles 


The Gulfarium’s C.A.R.E. Center 
released seven rehabilitated sea turtles 
on Tuesday, June 19. 


The seven rehabilitated sea turtles 
were all juvenile Greens. They were 
hooked by fishermen at Navarre Beach 
Fishing Pier, rescued, and brought 
to the C.A.R.E. Center for further 
evaluation per Florida Fish and Wildlife 
guidelines. Luckily, the injuries were 
external and did not require surgery. 
As a result, these particular sea turtles 
made a speedy recovery, and went 
back into the Gulf in record time. 


Lefty was the first of the seven to 
arrive at the C.A.R.E. Center. Lefty was 
hooked in the eye socket and arrived to 
the C.A.R.E. Center on June 2, 2018. 
Lefty suffered from significant swelling 
around the left eye. This sea turtle also 
had an old sabiki hook wound with the 
hook still attached to the front right 
shoulder, and an old hook fragment 
embedded in the left shoulder. In 


addition to the hooks, Lefty was 
able to pass a rubber band that had 
been swallowed prior to arrival at the 
Gulfarium. 


Pinny, Aloe, Vera, Heather, and 
Orchid all arrived between June 8 and 
June 11. They all suffered from hook 
puncture wounds to the front flipper. 


The C.A.R.E. Center received the 
seventh sea turtle, Tyke, the night 
before the scheduled release. Weighing 
just under six pounds, the little Green 
was hooked at Navarre Beach Fishing 
Pier Monday night. Despite the hook 
injury, Tyke showed healthy body 
composition and x-rays. C.A.R.E. staff 
contacted FWC first thing the next 
morning to get permission for Tyke’s 
release. 


Surrounded by the crowds, Gulfarium 
team members Ellyn Willse and John 
Nolan assisted with carrying the sea 
turtles into the water. Gulfarium 
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Gulfarium staffer Ellyn Willse returns a rehabilitated sea turtle to the Gulf. 


president Will Merrill was in 
attendance to witness the special 
occasion. “Our team has been very 
busy this year,” said Mr. Merrill. “We 
are going to have another record year. 
Sixty sea turtles have come through 
our C.A.R.E. Center so far this year.” 


After leaving the release site at Fort 
Pickens, C.A.R.E. staff went straight 
to Navarre Beach to assist with three 


more Green sea turtles that were 
hooked at the Fishing Pier. All three 
sea turtles are now being rehabilitated 
at the Gulfarium. 


The Gulfarium CARE Foundation, a 
501(c)(3) nonprofit, is proud to act 
as a beacon for coastal conservation 
through marine animal rescue and 
rehabilitation.

Evangelical Leaders Were Too 
Silent for Too Long

It feels surreal, as our country approaches the 
242nd anniversary of its freedom, to be celebrating 
the fact that our government is no longer pulling 
crying toddlers and infants away from their parents 
along the southern border. 


Equally strange has been the sluggish response of 
some evangelical leaders, whose notion of biblical 
mercy is one that shines less brightly on immigrants. 
The Rev. Franklin Graham, for example, only last 
week acknowledged that the U.S. policy of separating 
migrant families was “disgraceful.” 


That word should have thundered two months ago 
from his pulpit. And other words, too: heartbreaking, 
inhumane, cold-blooded, shameful, un-Christian, 
un-American, immoral, indefensible. 


All the same things we’ve heard from people of all 
faiths who don’t claim to be on God’s personal speed 
dial, yet who have no difficulty recognizing cruelty 
when they see it. 


Even when he finally spoke out against the separating 
of migrant families, Graham refused to blame the 
president. “This is not the administration’s fault. I 
don’t point the finger at Trump,” said the son of the 
late, iconic Billy Graham. 


He then shrunk behind the same outlandish lie that 
President Trump’s allies had been using to defend 
what was happening: Immigration law requires 
border officers to yank some kids away from their 
parents. It’s all the fault of Congress! 


Not even the White House, which solely made the 
decision to warehouse more migrant children, 
successfully adhered to that narrative. In fact, 
Trump’s flailing team changed its story more than 
a dozen times. 


In the beginning, the aggressive push to split 
up families at the border was described as a new 
Justice Department policy. Then, on June 18, 
Homeland Security Secretary Kirstjen Nielsen said 
No, it wasn’t a new policy. A day later, Marc Short, 
another Trump official, said, Yes, it was. 


Nielsen had also asserted it was “offensive” to 
suggest that taking children from their parents was 
intended to deter illegal immigrants from coming. 
Within hours, Attorney General Jeff Sessions said 
exactly the opposite to Fox News. 


Trump, Sessions and Nielsen all spouted the line that 
forced separation was required by flawed legislation 
and that Congress must act to fix it. Then the 
dependably muddled Kellyanne Conway told CNN 
that nobody ever claimed the law imposed mandatory 
separation of children from their mothers and fathers. 


The dizzying whirl of contradictions culminated with 
a memorable flip-flop by Trump himself. Five days 


after telling reporters that the family-separation 
policy couldn’t legally be rescinded by an executive 
order, he sat down and signed one. 


“T didn’t like the sight or the feeling of families being 
separated,” he explained. 


Yeah, it’s a total bummer, seeing all those kids fenced 
in. Frightened. Confused. Tears in their little eyes. 


But what had Trump imagined such scenes would 
look like and feel like back when he approved the 
plan? How did he not foresee a national outcry? 


It wasn’t the president’s tender conscience that 
made him back down, but rather the strong reaction 
from his own family, worried Republican lawmakers 
and high-profile preachers including—belatedly— 
Franklin Graham. 


As ideologically fractured as our country is, there 
remains a core decency that transcends politics 
and religious doctrine. It has been animated by 
compassion for children in distress, and also 
profound sympathy for any parent forced to watcha 
son or daughter taken away. 


The administration limited media access to the 
camps and compounds, because the White House 
understood that the optics were “horrible,” in the 
words of Robert Jeffress, a popular Baptist pastor 
and avid Trump booster. 
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And, sure enough, it didn’t take much to horrify 
a majority of the public. Aerial shots gave the 
impression of prison flyovers, and an audio recording 
of crying children at a detention center went viral. 


Yes, fix the immigration laws. Improve border 
security. But, as moral common ground, can we at 
least agree not to lock up innocent kids as a political 
strategy? 


Trump’s executive order temporarily halted most 
family separations at the border, but it did nothing 
to help more than 2,300 children who’ve been taken 
from their loved ones and remain incarcerated. 


The TV prayers and professed dismay of pastors 
Graham and Jeffress are a weak substitute for 
action. They should use their political friendship 
with Trump to help expedite reuniting all these 
youngsters and families as quickly as possible. 


True evangelicals try to follow the teachings of Jesus 
Christ, a man who would be sickened by what’s 
happened here, and would never have waited so 
long to speak up.

It’s not a bad idea to be nice to people whether you 
are on your way up, down, or sideways. But if, like 
most of us, you aren’t capable of being nice to every- 
body, you might want a cheat sheet as a reminder of 
who is most important to your success, happiness, 
and even survival. 


We're hardwired to respect people in certain profes- 
sions. Doctors, lawyers, financial experts, success- 
ful business people, elected politicians, and highly 
educated, upper class individuals tend to get most 
people’s respect.

Electricity is fairly important in the restaurant busi- 
ness. We were fortunate to have Frank Helton, a 
supervisor at Gulf Power, around Harbor Docks for 
25 years. He kept his boat there. Boy, those were 
the days. Since Frank passed on, we’ve developed a 
very close relationship with George Hromadka. 


On summer nights when the entire sewage lines 
would be backed up at Harbor Docks, we didn’t call 
a team of lawyers or doctors. We called Wayne Cas- 
sidy at Panhandle Plumbing. 


After the first day of a three-day fishing tourna- 
ment, when we broke a shaft on the Hey Baby, 
there wasn’t much sense in calling a congressman 
or bank president. But Two Tony’s Marine was wait- 
ing at the dock when we idled back in the harbor. 


No ice, no air conditioning, and it is a balmy 90 de- 
grees on a Friday night in July? It’s hard to imagine 
any insurance executives being much help. But Pro 
Tec would show up to get everything up and running. 


On a day off—piddling around on your boat with your 
family in a remote area of the bay, with a thunderstorm 
approaching, and your outboard motor dies... You 
aren’t likely to get much help from your oncologist. 
Who would you rather call—Matt Gaetz or Bruce Ming? 


In the restaurant world, there are so many things 
that can break and so many different, unexpected 
catastrophes that can arise. It can be devastatingly 
mind numbing. Like many in Destin already know, 
when a problem appears out of nowhere, and no 
one knows how to deal with it, it certainly helps to 
be on good terms with Mike Buckingham.

About This Issue’s Cover Artist

Brett Taylor was one of the far-flung 
children of the Sixties. In the era of 
high spirits and social revolution, 
when his peers were opting for 
demonstrations and the excitement 
of street politics, Taylor chose a more 
classic road to romance. He set off to 
experience the wonders of the wide 
world—to live large, to jump off into 
the deep end—no guts, no glory—with 
Byron and Borroughs. 


Taylor was born in Florida, on March 
2, 1943, the son of Henry White 
Taylor, a well-regarded portrait artist 
from Philadelphia who died when 
Brett was eight months old. His 
mother Mykia was a minor poet. 


In March 1965, Brett opted to drop 
out and go not to Canada, but 
Greece. It wasn’t really a case of 
“dropping out.” That would have 
been running away. Taylor was 
chasing, and running magazine ads 
seeking applicants in a summer arts 
program that styled itself The Aegean 
School of Fine Arts.

Staggered by the whirlwind of 
graduation, marriage, and going 
abroad, Taylor and his first wife 
Nina managed to grab a Greek- 
English dictionary and a handful 
of language tapes before they sailed 
from New York aboard a Yugoslav 
freighter. 


A scant three weeks before the 
school’s first scheduled session, the 
two hurried out wires instructing 
students that, from Athens, they 
should meet on the island of Paros. 


For 17 years, Brett ran an 
extraordinary school for American 
and foreign art students, many 
becoming notables on the American 
art scene, and at least one of them a 
Hollywood film producer. 


In the spring of 1983, Brett Franklin 
Taylor died in a hospital in Boston. 
His ashes were consigned by his 
widow and a friend to the blue-green 
waters off the island of Paros. Today, 
Taylor’s school—now The Aegean 
Center for the Fine Arts—carries on 
the work of its founder.

Bluegrass has a storied history. The 
music’s origins reach across the 
Atlantic. Its roots became prolific in 
the 1950s, and the Newgrass revival 
continues to spawn festivals. 


Traditional bluegrass has a reputation 
for taking itself too seriously, and 
that’s where The Cleverlys come in. 


Founder Paul Harris describes the 
band in a colorful way. “There is a 
writer from the New York Times that 
I always quote, ‘cause it’s the best 
way to describe it. They said, ‘If Dolly 
Parton, Earl Scruggs, and Spinal Tap 
spawned a litter of puppies, it would 
be the Cleverlys.” 


It goes without saying that this is a 
bluegrass band that breaks a few 
rules along the way. 


Harris found his footing as a 
comedian—a staple in Branson, 
Missouri, opening for Jeff Foxworthy— 
but it’s through The Cleverlys that 
he’s achieved viral status. 


When asked how the concept of 
melding bluegrass with current 
popular music came about, Harris 
replies, “You know, it actually started 
as a television concept about a faux 
family band. Are you familiar with 
Spinal Tap?” 


Harris says his first foray into 
music was a punk band. Somehow 
it’s a fitting segue to The Cleverlys’ 
irreverence. 


“. wanted to marry my love of 
music and comedy into one act,” he 
says. “I always say it’s immaculate 
conception, ‘cause it just came to me 
one time—the idea for the Cleverlys 
faux family band from the Ozarks. To 
be traditionalists in the bluegrass 
industry, but they play pop and hip- 
hop music.” 


After a few YouTube videos gained 
steam, an agent and manager 
soon followed. That “immaculate 
conception” has led to eight years of 
touring, regular gigs, and a whole lot 
of fun. 


Each band member builds his own 
persona, paying tribute to the ultra- 
serious performance style that often 


is connected to the bluegrass genre. “I 
grew up in the Ozarks,” says Harris, 
“and so I grew up around a lot of 
bluegrass performers. And onstage, 
they were super serious, and I always 
thought that was really funny. So I 
took all those stereotypes—it’s kind 
of every stereotype about bluegrass 
musicians and rolled them into The 
Cleverlys.” 


Audiences seem to be in on the 
joke and ready for a good time. “We 
were worried that in the beginning 
that people would think that we 
were making fun of bluegrass, but 
immediately we were embraced by the 
bluegrass community,” says Harris. 


“And (we’ve) been fortunate to 
headline some of the biggest festivals 
in the country over the last four or 
five years. It’s really caught on. I think 
people knew that bluegrass really 
needed something of this nature, just

something different. Something with 
comedy, something with more of a 
stage show. And we’ve been able to 
provide that, and I think that people 
appreciate that. 


“For the most part, I’ve got to tell 
you, we really do get good reviews. 
It’s heartwarming, ‘cause that’s the 
genre of music that’s always been 
near to my heart, so to be embraced 
by (the bluegrass) community has 
really been exciting to us.” 


The Cleverlys have been through a 
few lineup changes, something Harris 
is okay with. But there is always a 
focus on musicianship, even as the 
new members develop their on-stage 
personas. 


Although The Cleverlys write original 
songs, the Internet is littered with 
the band’s covers of 90s hip-hop, 
‘80s chart-toppers, and even more

recent earworms. Harris says the 
selection process often has a life of 
its own with songs that seem to be 
givens never quite making the cut to 
live performances. 


On July 3, The Cleverlys invade AJ’s 
in Destin for the Street Party Summer 
Concert Series on the Jumbotron 
Stage at 10 PM. 


So what can we expect at the show? 
‘It’s just...it’s entertainment,” says 
Harris. “If you come in with an open 
mind and are ready to enjoy yourself, 
it’s something that just about any 
age demographic can enjoy. We’ve 
literally played for people from nine 
to 90.” 


The Cleverlys recently signed to 
Mountain Home _ Records’ and 
plan to release a new album late 
in the summer.

Much like Sedaris’ other books, 
Calypso is a collection of humorous 
autobiographical stories. But there 
are heartfelt aches of tenderness 
and understanding here as well. 
Sedaris uses writing and humor to 
cope with his sister’s suicide, his 
memories of his alcoholic mother, 
and his ever-growing sense of 
mortality (quite literally in the 
form of a tumor the author had 
removed and later Fed to a turtle).

the antics of Sedaris and his siblings during time spent at his 
North Carolina beach house (the “Sea Section”).

Get Some Smoke on the Beach 


Back Beach Barbecue just celebrated 
its one-year anniversary. My family and 
I stopped by on a recent rainy weekend 
to check out the reports, which were 
highly favorable. Lunch and takeout 
followed, and we have now joined the 
chorus of praise. 


The restaurant sits close to the roadside, 
with a good-sized open parking lot, 
a small fleet of businesslike meat 
smokers—some in use, some idling— 
outdoor seating (both open-air and 
sheltered) and an indoor dining area. 
Inside there’s a long serving bar, booths, 
free standing tables, and buckets of 
iced beverages. The weathered wood 
walls and ceilings bear guitars, posters, 
menu boards and signs. 


There are overhead fans, but the sweet 
scent of meat cannot be dissipated. The 
house music veered between country, 
bluegrass, progressive bluegrass, and 
blues. There are TV screens placed here 
and there. 


We arrived early enough for only a 
very brief wait, but the line of dine-in 
and takeout customers grew long only 
minutes later. Our host (I think he was an 
owner) greeted us, explained the system, 
and stood by while a trainee prepared 
our order. Our host was friendly and 
patient, and the trainee did fine. 


Back Beach Barbecue serves a breakfast 
menu from 6:30 to 10 AM, when the 
changeover to lunch and supper begins. 
Breakfast choices include bacon, 
brisket, sausage, pulled pork or chicken 
thigh biscuits, egg, cheese and meat 
tacos, eggs, brisket hash, biscuits and 
gravy, and a breakfast casserole. 


The meats offered on the lunch and 
dinner menu are beef brisket, Carolina 
pulled pork, pork ribs (and beef, with 
advance notice) housemade sausage, 
turkey breast, smoked wings (advance 
notice), and chicken. 


We ordered brisket and pulled pork 
sandwiches, sides of BBQ baked beans, 
mac and cheese (for my daughter 
Grace), brisket Brunswick stew (which 
also contained samples of all their 
meats), bags of chips, and soft drinks. 
We put in a to-go order for a half- 
rack of pork ribs and half a chicken. 
Our host told us there’d be a little 
wait on the chicken. The meats (and 
chicken salad) are also available by 
the pound. The restaurant will prepare 
tailgate and party packages of various 
combinations, do limited-area delivery, 
and catering. 


We watched our sandwiches being 
made. On the brisket, we were asked 
“Lean or fatty?” and each mound of 
sliced or pulled meat was carefully 
arranged, formed, and balanced on the 
buns. There are three house sauces— 
Spicy House, Sweet and Smoky, and 
Carolina Mustard—on every table. I 
suggest tasting the meat first before 
adding sauce—you might not need 
anything at all, or you might want to 
keep it on the side. 


Our food was brought out to us; we 
got drinks, pulled plastic cutlery, 
piled up the napkins and fell to. The 
cup of Brunswick stew was loaded 


with sausage—which was dense and 
meaty—and other meats, chunks of 
tomato, corn, and peppers. I wish I’d 
had some cornbread. The brisket was 


dry-rubbed, with a crisp, salt-and- 
peppery crust that needed no sauce— 
though the Carolina Mustard makes 
a tangy dip. The tender beef was lean, 
with just a little edge of fat. 


The pulled pork had the perfect 
combination of crisp outside and moist, 
feathery inside meat. I liked it with the 
Sweet and Smoky, also on the side. The 
beans were seasoned with onion, and 
laced with chunks and slivers of meat. 
They were less sweet than most places’ 
beans, but you can add whatever 
sauces you like. 


Among the other menu items and sides 
are loaded baked potatoes with choice 
of meat, brisket chili, a chopped salad 
with choice of meat, coleslaw, Carolina 
collards, and redskin potato salad. 
There are two desserts—key lime pie 
and banana pudding—but we did not 
try them. 


Our takeout was ready when we were, 
and the server brought out boxes 
for leftovers. We had the ribs and 
chicken for supper. The ribs were a 
P.C. (Panama City) Masterpiece, the fat 
completely melted and permeating the 
meat, which dropped off the ribs with 
just a twist, no knife necessary, though 
a plastic one helped. The falling-apart 
chicken was likewise tender and moist, 
with seasoned skin. 
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In an area that’s especially blessed with 
slow-cooked, smoky meats, Back Beach 
Barbecue stands out even among the 
best. We’re already coming up with lists 
of errands to run in the Panama City 
Beach area, so we can stop by. I have to 
try a brisket biscuit, just to say it.
